Provid- 
ing himself with two pistols, he went to 
the Capitol and waited tor the Prpsi- 
dent, who was attending n funeral, to 
come out. The latter was leaning on 
the arm of his Secretary of State, Levi 
Woodbury, when Lawrence palled the 
trigger. Fortunately the trigger sn^)- 
ped, and the would-be .issassiu Wua in- 
stantly seized before the second pistol 
could be fired. His alleged reason for 
the deed wus that by removing the 
President, he would allow the Vice 
President, Van Baren, an opportunity 
to do justice to the country. His de- 
fense was insanity, and he was acquitted 
ou that charge and confined in an asy- 
lum. 


A Plea for tbe Admission ot Wnsh- 


inetnn Territory. 


Mr. lire ut has punted a speech on 


his bill for the admission of Washing- 
ton Territory as a State, with a view to 
having it made a special order for early 
consideration. He claims the popula- 
tion of Washington Territory to be 
about equal to the present Representa- 
tive ratio, the assessable value of its 
property to bs about $300,000,000, and 
the true value twice that amount. He 
claims that the clause in the ordinance 
of 1787, providing'for the admission of 
a State in the Northwestern Territory 
with 6,000 inhabitants, was extended to 
Oregon Territory, then including Wash- 
ington and Idaho Territories, by the 
14th section of the organic act of 1848. 
He criticises the ratio principle severely 
and claims that it has never been a rale 
in tbe admission of new States, and is 
repugnant to the spirit ot the Constitu- 
tion. 
Ho shows that nearly every new 


State was admitted with a less popula- 
tion and wealth than Washington Ter- 
ritory has now.
